The man at Atlanta did 
better than that, for he ran duplicate 
pass books ” 
These were the pass books given to 
depositors. At one of the branches, 
one of the cashiers selected his deposi- 
tors trom away off; but the Atlanta 
man beat him. he had duplicate pass 
books. He manipulated one pass book, 
while the colored man had the other. 
Savs the witness further: 
“I should be very loth to reflect up- 
on the clergy, and certainly not upon 
religion, but I must s»y that Mr. Corey 
at Atlanta was also a Congregationalist 
minister,” 
Through tbe efforts of a democratic 
house there is at last a prospect that 
some of the men engaged in robbing 
the colored people will be brought to 
punishment.

Many hon- 
estly believe a city hos, ital would in- 
crease or attract pauperism. A 
great mistake. A hospital is 
pot a poor-house. It re- 
ceives no tramps, no dead beats, no 
paupers of any kind. It is for tne hon- 
est poor who are stricken down by 
overwhelming disease or accident. If 
a friendless and pennyless stranger falle 
in our midst, he must be taken care of 
by the public authorities whether we 
havea hospital or not. Such a case oc- 
curred in this city last week. Chills 
and fever utterly disabled a poor wan- 
derer. He was taken to th» station 
house, and there, to our shame 
as @ people, he laid on a 
plank in the yard until the ladies of the 
Benevolent Home heard of his case and 
took charge of him. Such cases have 
to be cared for in any event. Human- 
ity demands it, and common justice 
awards it. But paupers,well or simply 
ailing, are not sent to a hospital; and 
all experience shows that the distine- 
tions between a hospital and a 
poor-house should be _ rigidly 
maintained. The hospital should be 
a place that the worthy poor could be 
taken to in case of sudden disaster, 
with »ut feeling that they had been dis- 
graced. 

Not only would the establishment of 
a hospital not increase our poor ex- 
penses, but it would actually lighten 
our taxes. The present absurd and 
anomalous plan costs us $7,600 annual- 
ly—$2,600 going to the city physicians, 
and the balance being taken from the 
relief fund on account of sick poor 
within the city. The joint offer of the 
medical college and benevolent home 
would provide us with a fur- 
nished hospital holding an 
average of twelve to fifteen patients, at 
anannual cost of $4,376. This sum 
would include a city physician at $1,- 
800 a year, and medicines to the 
amount of $500. A saving of $3,224 a 
year. A partsf this sum would still be 
necessary as a relief fund, but there 
would bea net saving tothe city of ful- 
ly $2,000 a vear. 

Iz there then any reason why Atlanta 
should continue to be the only city of 
30,000 inhabitants iu the country that 
has no hospital? Is there any reason 
why the victims of fell disease or acci- 
dent should longer be taken 
to the station house? Put yourself in 
the place of the man struck down last 
week with chills and answer this ques- 
tion. Humanity andeconomy forbid. 
Our fair fame forbids. 

No outlay for buildings or furniture 
isasked. Noappropriation for medical 
services or supervision of the wards 
is wanted. The faculty of 
the medical college will supply 
the one and the ladies of the Home the 
other. The expenses of sustaining life 
in the unfortunate whom the city must 
care foranyway, isalone asked—fitty 
cents a day for every patient put in the 
hospital by the city physician. That i- 
all. Shall not this be granted? We 
trust it will be. Atlanta, the central 
city of the south, cannot afford to con- 
tinue her present system. It is costly, 
cumbersome, and altogether inade- 
quate. :

A POLITICAL WEEK. 


The past week wasan important one 
in the field of politics. Tiree republi- 
can conventions— Massachusetts, Cali- 
fornia and Askansas—and three dem- 
ocratic conventions—-Oregon, New 
York and Georgia—were held, and pol- 
iticians were kept keenly alive 
tu the varying results of 
these representative = gatherings. 
And although they were very 
important straws, yet the situation 
was farfrom plain on either side at 
their close. 

The Massachusetts convention was 
chiefly remarkable as a rebellion of 
the rank and file against the politicians, 
azaivst collector Simm ns and all of his 
kind. Such men as Whittier, James 
Russell Lowell, and Freeman C’'arke 
came to the front 
vention and assisted in selecting a 
delegation at the head of which 
was placed the martyred Dana. The 
district delegates are to be chosen 
hereafter. Bristow secured at least 
three of the four general. dele- 
gates, and his chances for securing 
a majority of the entire delegation are 
considered good. Blane’s friends were 
surprised and defeated. In California 
the federal brigade was also snub- 
bed and a mixed Blaine and Bristow 
delegation elected, with a strong pre- 
ponderance in favor of the former, al- 
though the delegates were uninstructed. 
The motley gathering in Arkansas 
very properly plumped for Morton. 
He is aman after their own hearts. 
As soon as they had selected delegates 
to go to Cincinnati, they frankly con- 
fessed the nature of the sham by re- 
solving that it was not advisable to put 
up a state ticket in a year when a full 
set of state officers are to be chosen. 
Morton, Blaine and Bristow each there- 
fore probably scored a state during the 
week. 

On the other side of the house, we 
have no definite information of the 
action taken by the democrats of Ore- 
gon, and the delegation from the em- 
pire state of the south have not made 
up their minds. The latter will act 
wisely when they do act, and the hour 
of action will decide the nature 
of it. But the New York 
democrats are. differently — cir- 
cumstanced.

Prof. Baird, commissioner of fisher- 
ies, asks the house of representatives to 
vrantan appropriation of $17,500 for 
the purpose of continuing the introduc- 
tion and propagation of useful food 
fishes the coming season. When the 
nature and extent of the operations of 
the United States fish commision 
are considered, the  appropria- 
tion asked fur seems small. The tabics 
show that during the years 1874 and 
1375 eggs and spawn were distributed

State fish commissions have been ap 
pointed in nineteen states, for the pur- 
pose of directly co-operating with the 
United States commission in its efforts 
6» make the waters of the country an- 
nually yield the fullest amount of am- 
wal food. Itisa well established fact 
that our waters can be made to yield a 
larger percentage of nutriment, acre 
foracre, than the land. The list of fish 
offered by the tish commission is now 
so large and varied that the wants of 
every section can be met. 

The south, especially Georgia, has 
not received a fair proportion of Prof. 
Baird’s finny treasures, but this fact is 
due to our own tardiness in co-opera- 
tion. The small appropriation of the 
last legisiature has inaugurated the 
work however, and we hope it will not 
be long before our immense area of 
water meadows will supply the people 
of Georgia with excellent food fish. 
The work of extension is simply one of 
time and expenditure.

In 1864, during the siege of Peters- 
burg rations were very scarce among 
the confederates, and many were the 
adventures of the boys in search of 
something to eat.

In every country except where the 
common law of England prevails, the 
nationality of a woman merges in that 
ofthe husbanc; she loses her own na- 
tionality and ac juires his; whereas, by 
thecommon iayv,an English woman, 
marrying an alien, still remains a Brit- 
ish subject. The lawin this country 
wasthe same, an American wvuman 
married to aforeigner, retained her 
American nationality. This common- 
law-doctrine was changed in England 
by an act of parliameut passed in 1870, 
as it bas been toa certain extent modi- 
fied in the Ucited States by the act of 
congress of 1855. With the passage of 
the present bill, thedoctrine may be 
considered as settled and alike accepted 
and adopted by all Christian and civil- 
ized nations, that the nationality of 
a ™arried woman is merged in that of 
her husband.
